I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1969. 

The  Report  is  prepared  in  compliance  with  the  Public 
Health  Officers  Regulations  1959  and  Circular  l/70  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security, 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Engineer,  Mr.  F.  Broxton, 
and  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr,  J.H.  Turner,  for 
sections  of  the  Report  contributed  by  them. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
is  8,810,  an  annual  increase  of  200  as  compared  with  360 
in  the  previous  year. 

In  general  the  health  statistics  are  favourable  to 
the  Borough.  The  Birth  Rate  showed  a  slight  fall  to  19.3 
per  1,000  population,  but  it  is  higher  than  the  national 
and  county  averages.  The  Death  Rate  10,9  per  1  ,000  population 
compares  with  10.4  for  the  county,  and  11.9  for  the  country 
as  a  whole.  Three  infants  died  under  one  year  of  age;  even 
so  the  infantile  mortality  averaging  18  such  deaths  per 
1,000  live  births,  vrhile  higher  than  that  for  the  county  at 
15.9  is  in  line  with  the  national  average  18,0, 
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Except  for  fifteen  cases  of  infective  jaundice, 
which  occurred  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  incidence 
of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  extremely  light  due 
to  the  success  of  campaigns  for  immunisation  and  vaccination. 
The  level  of  protection  needs  to  be  maintained  particularly 
in  respect  of  the  recently  introduced  vaccination  against 
Measles, 

The  centre  of  the  Tovm  is  proposed  as  a  Draft  Conservation 
Area  in  order  to  safeguard  the  character  of  Tewkesbury.  Many 
of  the  houses  concerned,  since  they  date  back  to  early  periods, 
now  fall  short  of  present  day  housing  standards.  Restoration 
of  the  properties  and  provision  of  modern  facilities  is  costly 
and  beyond  the  usual  financial  resources  available. 

The  Abbey  Lawn  Trustees  have  undertaken  the  restoration 
of  a  row  of  thirteen  medieval  cottages  in  Church  Street,  This 
interesting  work  proceeds  as  far  as  funds  allow  and  the  cost 
is  being  met  by  grants  from  the  Government,  County  Council  and 
Borough  Council,  together  with  financial  aid  from  interested 
parties  and  voluntary  contributions. 

I  am  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Mayor, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee,  and 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  valuable  support  and  my 
colleagues  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year, 
and  the  period  I  have  held  office.

Social  Conditions  and  Chief  Industries 


Tewkesbury  attracts  many  visitors  because  of  its  character, 
the  historical  associations,  the  architectural  features,  and  the 
Abbey. 

The  Borough  Council  have  augmented  the  amenities  of  the 
Town  by  providing  caravan  and  camping  sites,  and  tennis  courts. 

A  large  swimming  pool  is  in  course  of  construction  in  addition 
to  the  exis cing  pool  for  children. 

Traditional  occupations  are  found  in  the  flourishing  catering 
trade,  and  in  the  flour  milling  and  boat  building  industries. 

Many  people  now  find  employm.ent  in  light  engineering  factories. 

The  development  of  the  Council’s  Industrial  Estate  at  Newtown 
increases  opportunities  for  employment  and  productivity. 

An  e^^tension  of  the  M.5  Motorway,  to  be  opened  in  1970,  v/ill 
relieve  the  Town  of  through  traffic.  The  constant  stream  of  motor 
vehicles  causes  serious  nuisance  from  noise,  fumes  and  dirt. 


Employment 


Miss  J.  Wilkinson,  Manager  of  the  local  Employment  Exchange, 
has  kindly  supplied  the  following  report: - 

At  January  1969  the  unemployed  register  stood  at  123  and, 
following  the  normal  pattern  gradually  dropped  to  its  lowest  figure 
of  92  in  June. 
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From  then  onwards  there  was  a  continuing  increase,  reaching 
the  peak  figure  of  142  in  December,  This  gave  an  average 
of  2.4^  of  the  insured  population  as  against  the  national 
figure  of  2.5?^  at  the  sane  date. 

There  was  little  variation  in  the  type  of  labour  asked 
for  by  employers  and  in  all  we  were  able  to  place  371  adults 
and  71  young  persons  in  employment  during  the  year.  This 
included  26  adults  and  6  young  persons  placed  in  employment 
outside  the  area  of  the  Tewkesbury  Exchange,  but  within 
daily  travelling  distance. 

The  number  of  vacancies  notified  for  young  persons  was 
somewhat  disappointing,  but  the  number  for  adults  remained 
about  the  sane  as  the  previous  year  vrith  the  demand  for 
skilled  workers  as  urgent  as  ever. 
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av^^m^L  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  BOROUGH 


Laboratory  Services 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens,  and  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  milk,  ice-cream  and  water 
is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Gloucester 
Royal  Hospital.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  work. 

Chemical  analyses  of  water  and  sewage  samples  taken 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  are  carried  out  by  the  City 
Analyst,  Worcester.  This  laboratory  is  readily  accessible. 

Water  analyses  for  the  North  West  Gloucestershire 
Water  Board  works  are  carried  out  by  the  Chemist  to  the 
Board, 


Hospitals 


Infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to  Gloucester 
City  Isolation  Hospital  at  Over  (Gloucester,  Stroud  and 
Forest  Hospital  Management  Committee). 


Ambulance  Facilities 

The  County  Council  have  an  Ambulance  Station  in 
Oldbury  Road  with  an  establishment  of  four  full-time 
drivers . 


Nursing  in  the  Home 

Four  District  Nurses  appointed  by  the  County  Health 
Committee  give  a  midwifery  and  general  nursing  service  in 
the  Borough  and  in  the  neighbouring  parishes  of  Ashchurch, 
Tredington  and  Twyning, 


Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Area  Health 
Sub-Committee  of  the  County  Council;  and  is  provided  where 
the  need  for  domestic  help  is  supported  by  the  family  doctor.

Under  these  Acts,  the  Council  have  authorised  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  arrange,  if  need  he,  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital 
or  to  residential  hostel,  of  any  person  who  is  aged,  sick  and  incapacitated, 
is  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  is  unable  to  care  for  himself  and 
is  not  receiving  proper  care  and  attention  from  other  people. 

No  application  was  made  to  the  Court  during  the  year,  the  Home  Help 
Service  being  able  to  render  sufficient  assistance  where  necessary  to 
enable  elderly  people,  especially  those  living  alone,  to  carry  on  in 
their  oim  homes. 

Mothers '  Club 

A  Mothers '  Club  open  to  all  mothers  whose  children  are  not  over 
school  age  meets  each  month  at  the  Clinic,  Church  Street.  The  Club 
is  popular  and  successful, 

Tewkesbury  Old  People's  Uelfare  Committee 

For  the  past  thirteen  years  the  Tewkesbury  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Committee  has  been  most  grateful  and  indebted  to  Lady  Dowty  for  the 
use  of  93,  Church  Street,  as  headquarters  for  Committee  and  Golden 
Hour  Club,  rent  free  and  responsible  only  for  interior  decoration. 

The  house  is  to  be  sold  and  the  Welfare  Committee  has  now  purchased 
a  school  in  Barton  Road,  and  a  public  appeal  fund  has  been  launched 
to  assist  with  the  substantial  expense  involved  in  purchase  and  alter¬ 
ations  necessary  to  provide  facilities  for  the  Club  which  caters  for 
persons  over  60  years  of  ago  and  residing  in  or  visiting  the  borough, 
and  has  a  registered  membership  of  165.  The  headquarters,  which  will 
be  at  Barton  Road  School  from  October,  1970,  arc  open  from  9.30  a.m. 
to  12  noon,  and  2-4  p.m.  on  Wednesday  and  Fridays,  except  on  the 
Wednesday  when  the  Club  meets  at  the  Watson  Hall  from  2.30  -  5.15  p.m., 
when  headquarters  close  at  12  noon.  Tea,  coffee  and  biscuits  arc 
available  to  members  and  visitors,  also  certain  foods  at  reduced 
cost.  Four  wheelchairs  are  available  for  hire  at  5/-  per  week  for 
pensioner  non-members  and  l/-  per  week  for  members.  Evening  trips, 
visits  to  theatre  etc, ,  and  one  whole  day  outing,  also  annual  holidays 
hero  and  abroad  are  organised.  Transport  is  provided  for  physically 
handicapped  persons  to  the  chiropody  clinic  held  at  Headquarters. 

The  Club  has  14  sick  visitors  also  for  the  house-bound.  It  has  a 
concert  party  of  choir,  hand-bells  and  percussion  band.  Members  work 
throughout  the  year  for  the  Annual  Sale  of  Work  which  provides  interest 
and  funds  to  assist  the  Welfare  Committee,  in  the  cost  of  ininning  the 
Club  now  entering  its  23rd  year. 

Health  Education 

Talks,  film  shows  and  demonstrations  were  given  to  local 
organisations  on  various  subjects.  Talks  were  given  to  the  eleven 
year  classes  in  the  Schools  on  the  subject  of  the  health  hazards  of 
smoking. 
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Chiropody  Service 


The  chiropody  service  is  operated  under  the  Gloucester¬ 
shire  County  Council  National  Health  Scheme  at  a  cost  of  3s. 
per  treatment.  Sessions  are  held  at  the  Golden  Hour  Club 
Headquarters , 

Transport  for  physically  handicapped  persons  in  the 
Borough  to  attend  for  treatment  is  provided  by  the  Ambulance 
Service  or  by  the  Tewkesbury  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee. 

The  Chiropodist  devotes  three  or  four  sessions  per  28 
days  to  work  in  Tewkesbury  and  domiciliary  visits  are  arranged 
as  necessary. 

Health  Visiting 

Three  Health  Visitors  are  employed  by  the  County  Council 
for  Tev7kesbury  and  the  neighbouring  parishes.  They  operate 
from  the  Clinic  in  Church  Street.  Their  main  functions  are 
to  co-operate  with  the  doctors  practising  in  the  area  -  for 
the  prevention  of  disease  and  to  provide  health  education  by 
example  in  the  home  and  at  the  Clinic,  for  families  under  their 
care. 


Family  Social  Worker 

The  County  Council  Children's  Department  employ  a 
family  social  worker  in  the  Borough  and  adjacent  districts, 
giving  advice,  encouragement  and  where  necessary,  practical 
demonstrations  in  the  home. 


Families  at  Risk 

A  "Prevention  of  Homelessness"  Scheme  has  been  agreed 
between  the  County  Council  and  the  Borough  Council.  The  Coimcil 
may  refer  families  for  inclusion  in  this  scheme  when  the  rent 
arrears  amo-unt  to  £10  or  four  vjeeks  rent.  In  cases  so  referred 
the  County  Council  agrees  to  guarantee  85/^  of  the  arrears  and 
supervision  of  the  family  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Council 
Social  Welfare  Officer. 

If  a  family  are  in  danger  of  loosing  their  homo,  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health  calls  a  meeting  of 
representatives  of  social  agencies  concerned,  in  order  that  the 
circumstances  may  be  discussed  and  a  co-ordinated  effort  made  to 
help  the  family. 
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CLINIC  MD  TREATI^TT  CENTRES 
Child  Hoalth  Clinic 

The  Child  Health  Clinic  meets  each  Thursday  at  the  Clinic,  Church 
Street,  hetv^een  2,30  and  4  p.ci.  It  is  run  with  commendable  success  by 
the  ladies  of  the  voluntary  Coriimittee.  The  centre  is  under  the  general 
administration  of  the  Area  Health  Sub -Commit tee  of  the  County  Council* 
This  Committee  includes  two  members  of  the  Borough  Council,

Tuberculosis 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  but  the  register 
f  contains  the  names  of  ten  persons  and  one  new  case  occurred. 

Tuberculosis  might  bo  eradicared  if  full  use  were  made 
of  the  preventive  measures  such  as  Mass  Radiography,  B.G.G, 
Vaccination,  and  thorough  investigation  of  contacts  and 
source  of  infection.  The  Borough  Council  plays  its  part  in 
giving  priority  to  rehousing  tuberculous  persons. 


Tuberculosis  After-Care 

A  Joint  After-Care  Committee  serves  the  Borough  and 
the  Rural  DistitLct  of  Gloucester. 

Funds  are  dependent  on  voluntary  subscriptions.  So  far, 
no  case  in  need  has  been  refused  assistance.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  is  supplied  in  the  Borough  by  the  North  West 
Gloucestershire  Water  Board.  The  supply  is  derived  from 
the  River  Severn  and  receives  treatment  by  pre-chlorination, 
coagulation  of  the  suspended  solids  by  sulphate  of  alumina, 
sedimentation  in  upward-flow  tanks,  rapid  gravity  filtration 
through  sand,  .pH  correction  with  lime  and  final  sterilisation 
with  chlorine  and/or  ammonia.  There  is  no  plumbo-solvent 
action. 


Water  Supplies  in  the  Borough

The  Chemist  to  the  Water  Board  (j.  Henderson,  Esq.,  B.Sc., 
F.R.I.C.)  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  report :- 

The  Borough's  water  supply  is  ex  the  North  West  Gloucester¬ 
shire  Water  Board's  works  which  lie  within  the  Borough  at  the 
Mythe.  There  the  polluted  River  Severn  is  treated  by  the  most 
modern  processes  to  yield  a  pure  and  wholesome  water,  the  demand 
for  which  continues  to  increase. 
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Chemical  and  hacteriological  control  is  maintained 
from  the  Board’s  Laboratories  at  Tewkesbury  and,  during 
1969,  the  number  of  bacterial  examinations  made  was  as 
below;

Intermittent  sampling  is  undertaken  at  the  consumers ' 
taps  and  1 1  such  samples ,  examined  during  the  year ,  were 
found  to  be  eminently  satisfactory. 

Chemically,  the  nature  of  the  water  has  continued  to 
vary  within  its  normal  range  of  moderately  soft  during  the 
winter  months  to  moderately  hard  during  the  summer. 

The  new  plant  which  has  been  commissioned  at ^ the  Mythe 
Works  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  discolouration  in  supply 
has  been  successful  in  reducing  very  considerably  the  incidence 
of  this  nuisance  during  the  siammer  months.

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Sewerage 


Early  in  the  year  x^e  experienced  some  trouble  due  to  the 
flow  through  the  sprays  of  the  irrigation  system  eroding  the 
gro’ond  and  carrying  the  particles  into  the  sampling  chamber 
with  the  result  that  there  x^ras  a  high  suspended  solid  content 
and  x^e  had  to  stop  using  the  land  to  allow  the  grass  to  grow 
and  bind  it  again.  The  River  Authority  xvere  kept  informed  of 
this  problem.  The  investigation  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  into  the  extension  of  the  main  sewage  plant 
and  other  ancillary  work  was  held  on  the  13th  May.  The  Ministry’s 
representative  was  Mr.  Brabrook  and  evidence  was  taken  from 
officers  of  the  Severn  River  Authority,  County  Planning,  Coxmty 
Health,  your  Consulting  Engineers  and  chief  officers.  Approval 
in  principle  was  given  to  the  proposals  on  the  28th  August, 

These  were.  Phase  1,  to  provide  a  new  linl^;  sewer  in  Gander  Lane 
and  a  ne'w  surface  drain  from  a  point  in  Oldbury  Road  near  Holy 
Trinity  Chiirch  to  discharge  into  the  river  by  King  John’s  Cottages, 
To  provide  a  new  water  service  to  the  main  works  and  to  overhaul 
the  pumps  at  the  Town  Pumping  Station.  Phase  II,  to  extend  the 
works  to  deal  with  a  population  of  approximately  15,000.  Phase 
III,  the  final  stage  includes  for  reconstructing  the  pumping 
station  at  Newtoxm  and  putting  in  a  new  rising  main.  It  was  agreed 
to  employ  the  Lubeck  process  for  the  main  treatment  plant.  Tenders 
for  Phase  1  were  to  be  advertised  early  in  1970, 

The  irrigation  system  V7as  not  used  to  any  great  extent 
during  the  year  but  the  samples  taken  showed  tliat  the  quality 
of  the  effluent  was  either  borderline  or  satisfactory. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


No  significant  change  occurred  in  this  service,  the  main 
problem  being  to  find  sufficient  tipping  space  to  carry  over 
until  the  combined  authorities  tip  becomes  available.  It  x\’‘as 
agreed  that  the  tip  at  the  Moats  be  extended  westx^/ards  on  to 
part  of  the  camping  site.  This  xi7as  done  and  it  nov/  appears  that 
wo  shall  just  have  stiff icient  room  to  enable  us  to  carry  on  till 
about  June,  1970,  which  is  the  estimated  date  for  the  nexf  tip 
to  open. 

Due  to  wear  in  the  Rotaped  tracks  on  the  tractor  it  was 
dangerous  and  tineconomical  to  continue  with  them  and  a  small 
Bristol  dozer  was  hired  for  use  on  the  tip.  This  proved  very 
successful  and  a  much  better  job  was  done  in  maintaining  the 
tip  surface. 

In  November  several  different  types  of  refuse  vehicles  were 
seen  and  inspected  and  it  x^as  finally  agreed  to  purchase  a 
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Compress load  5  from  Messrs.  Hangar  Engineering  Limited.  This  machine 
has  a  capacity  of  50  cubic  yards  which  is  just  double  that  of  the 
present  vehicle,  but  because  of  the  method  used  in  compression  the 
overall  measurement  differs  only  slightly  and  it  will  fit  the  existing 
garage  without  any  structural  alteration,  and  also  go  into  any  street 
or  place  where  the  present  vehicle  can.  None  of  the  other  vehicles  of 
a  like  capacity  would  do  this.  Delivery  is  expected  about  April  1970. 
The  old  vehicle  will  be  kept  for  the  additional  collections  on  a 
Wednesday  morning,  emptying  of  bins  and  any  other  job  where  a  closed 
vehicle  is  necessary. 

The  same  number  of  mean  are  coping  despite  a  further  increase  in 
the  number  of  premises. 


Public  Conveniences 


There  are  four  public  conveniences  in  use  at  the  present  time. 
Namely,  Station  Street,  Tolsey  Lane,  St.  Mary’s  Lane  and  the  Gloucester 
Road  Car  Park,  The  only  alteration  from  last  year  was  that  the  walls  of 
the  ladies  section  in  Tolsey  Lane  were  tiled  and  it  now  presents  a  much 
more  attractive  and  clean  appearance.  It  is  hoped  to  do  similar  work  in 
the  mens  section  during  the  next  year. 


Street  Cleansing 


The  Johnston  Suction  Svfeeper  was  delivered  in  July  and  as  expected 
proved  exceptionally  useful  in  maintaining  the  cleanliness  of  our  streets. 
Every  road  in  the  Borough  is  swept  at  least  one  per  week  while  the  main 
streets  are  swept  every  day.  ¥e  are  also  able  to  hire  the  machine  out  to 
the  Gloucestershire  County  Council  for  throe  days  every  two  weeks  and 
negotiations  are  taking  place  to  hire  it  to  Worcestershire  County  Council 
for  one  day  per  vreek.  It  is  still  necessary  to  employ  some  manual  labour 
to  sweep  places  where  the  machine  is  unable  to  operate  such  as  alleyways, 
forecourts  etc. 


Swimming  Pool 


In  May  tenders  for  the  nQW  swimming  pool  on  the  site  of  the  old 
cattle  market  were  opened  and  xvork  commenced  the  first  week  in  June. 

It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  completed  during  July  or  August  1970, 

The  children’s  pool  by  the  Gloucester  Road  car  park  continues  to  be 
used.  Samples  of  the  water  were  taken  from  time  to  time  and  proved 
satisfactory. 

The  attendance  figures  showed  some  improvement  over  the  previous  year. 
No  new  schools  sent  pupils  but  the  warmer  weather  helped  the  casual 
attendance  figures,  which  were  as  follows;-

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  follovjing  section 
of  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Borough  for  1969. 
In  addition  to  statistical  information,  the  narrative  of 
the  report  is  intended  to  focus  attention  on  special  points 
of  interest  or  difficulties  encountered. 


Circular  92/69  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local ^ 
Government  required  the  Council  to  look  again  at  the  unfit 
housing  situation  and  to  provide  a  four  year  programme  for 
the  clearance  of  remaining  unfit  properties.  A  previous 
comprehensive  assessment  of  the  problem  in  1962  had  revealed 
that  some  250  houses  v^ere  unfit.  From  this  figure  it  was 
found  that  by  the  end  of  1969,  52  houses  had  been  demolished 
and  1 29  had  been  improved  or  were  under  consideration  or 
Lprovement,  leaving  69  to  be  dealt  with.  With  the  continuing 
emphasis  on  the  preservation  and  improvement  of  older  houses 
accentuated  by  the  Housing  Act,  1969,  and  encouraged  by  the 
Council  giving  the  higher  discretionary  and  standard 
it  is  ho^d  tLt  unfit  housing  will  be  eliminated  in  Tewkesbury 

within  the  next  five  years. 

During  the  year  a  considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent 
on  investigating  noise  and  smoke  complaints.  The  most  serious 
noise  complaint  caused  by  amplified  music  in  a  coffee  bar 
eventually  resolved  itself  on  the  closure  of  the  premises  due 
to  financial  difficulties.  The  smoke  problem  was  eventually 
brought  under  some  measure  of  control  by  a  nuisance  order. 
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The  prosecution  of  a  food  retailer  for  selling  food  in 
a  mouldy  condition  highlighted  the  continuing  problem  associated 
with  the  sale  of  short  life  foodstuffs  in  the  self  service 
type  of  store.  It  is  amazing  that  retailers  still  plead 
ignorance  of  the  meaning  of  some  date  codes  on  products  which 
they  sell.  In  any  case,  it  is  relatively  easy  to  devise  ones 
own  date  code  system  based  on  the  date  of  delivery  of  the  goods 
to  the  retail  premises.  The  disappearance  of  the  small  local 
bakehouse  producing  bread,  cakes  and  pies,  and  its  replacement 
by  the  mass  produced  products  of  large  companies  makes  it 
imperative  that  stock  rotation  at  all  levels  of  the  industry 
should  be  efficient  if  the  housex'rif o  is  to  be  able  to  purchase 
with  confidence  these  types  of  foodstuffs. 

Tewkesbury’s  future  prosperity  will  depend  to  some  extent 
on  a  healthy  tourist  industry,  and  the  Council  is  active  in 
promoting  and  improving  amenities  in  the  Borou^.  Hovjever,  in 
order  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  tourists  and  to  attract  them 
to  the  town,  it  is  also  necessary  to  have  shops,  restaurants, 
guest  houses  and  hotels  serving  clean  food  under  hygienic  conditions, 
^'/hilst  certain  statutory  standards  arc  enforceable,  it  is  the 
efforts  of  proprietor  and  employees  in  ensuring  day  to  day 
cleanliness  and  standards  of  service  which  impress.  There  arc 
no  statutory  provisions  relating  to  the  quality  of  hotel  or  guest 
house  accommodation,  unfortunately,  but  not  even  the  most 
fastidious  tourist  would  have  cause  for  complaint  if  a  minimum 
standard  for  accommodation  such  as  that  suggested  by  the  British 
Travel  Association  for  bedrooms,  furniture,  fittings,  bathrooms, 
toilets  and  service  wore  adopted. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee 
for  the  considerate  manner  in  which  my  reports  have  been  received. 

I  should  also  like  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  the  Chief  Officers,  and  other  members  of  the 
Staff  for  their  helpful  co-operation  during  the  year.

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77  new  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  on  31st 
Dec ember,  1969,  was  rather  less  than  last  year, 

127  applicants  were  rehoused  in  cither  new  dwellings 
or  rolets.  88  transfers  were  also  effected. 

The  Council’s  industrial  nominee  scheme  continued  to 
operate,  and  12  tenancies  were  allocated  to  local  industry 
during  the  year. 

¥ith  the  virtual  completion  of  the  last  major  housing 
scheme  for  general  needs,  applicants  on  the  waiting  list 
and  new  applicants  are  going  to  have  a  much  longer  wait 
for  rehousing  than  has  been  the  case  in  the  last  few  years. 

By  restricting  admission  to  the  waiting  list  mainly  to 
applicants  who  live  or  work  within  the  Borough,  the  number 
of  applicants  has  been  reduced,  but  with  an  annual  average 
of  only  25  -  30  rolets  in  a  year,  it  is  obvious  that  many 
young  married  couples  will  be  compelled  to  live  with  parents 

for  a  much  longer  period. 

A  survey  of  under  occupied  housing  revealed  that  43 
three  and  four  bedroomed  houses,  occupied  by  elderly  tenants, 
had  two  or  three  bedrooms  unused.  If  more  of  these  older 
tenants  would  agree  to  move  to  smaller  accommodation  better 
suited  to  their  needs,  families  in  flats  with  small  children 
could  be  transferred  into  the  houses,  and  the  flats  could  be 
allocated  to  young  people  on  the  waiting  list. 

The  Housing  Management  Sub-Committee  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  in  its  report  to  the  Ministry  entitled  "Council 
Housing,  Purposes,  Procedures  and  Priorities  issued  in 
November,  1969,  concluded  that  far  too  much  is  made  of  the 
problem  of  under  occupation,  and  that  what  is  needed  is  a 
good  balance  of  house  typos  to  facilitate  movement  to  smaller 
dwellings.  Local  experience,  however,  suggests  that  there 
is  still  extreme  unwillingness  to  move  even  x^rhen  these  are 
available  and  offered.

All  food  establislxments  in  the  Borough  are  equipped 
with  the  basic  facilities  necessary  to  comply  with  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations.  It  has  been  necessary,  however,  to 
draw  attention  in  several  premises  to  a  lack  of  day  to 
day  cleanliness.  Managements  are  usually  co-operative  in 
remedying  contraventions,  but  it  is  rather  more  difficult 
to  ensure  that  employees  carry  out  clean  food  handling 
practices. 


Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 


The  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  continu^ 
to  operate  on  about  the  same  scale  as  previous  years.  100% 
inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  vras  maintained. 


It  is  regrettable  that  the  owner  of  the  slaughterhouse 
has  not  yet  found  it  possible  to  carry  out  certain  minor 
improvements  and  repairs,  IVhilst  appreciating  that  the 
proposed  new  site  on  the  Council's  Industrial  Estate  will 
need  capital  for  development,  both  the  Ministry's  Veterinary 
Officer  and  myself  have  stressed  the  importance ^ of  maintaining 
a  high  standard  in  regard  to  premises  and  practices.  Serious 
consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  this  matter  when  licence 
renewal  is  due.

Milk  Supplies 


The  Council's  principal  powers  controlling  local  milk 
supplies  relate  to  the  conveyance  and  distribution  of  milk 
including  the  enforcement  of  preventive  measures  against 
the  spread  of  milkborne  diseases. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  the 
statutory  authority  controlling  milk  production  at  dairy  farms 
and  the  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  the  issue  of 
licences  for  pasteurising  and  sterilising  plants  and  to  dealers 
in  specially  designated  milk. 

The  County  Public  Health  Inspectorate  frequently  take 
samples  of  milk  in  the  Borough  which  is  submitted  for  testing 
to  check  efficiency  of  pasteurisation  or  sterilisation  procedures, 
and  its  condition  as  regards  bacterial  activity,  and  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacillus  and  brucella  abortus.

Sites  are  let  to 
holiday  caravanners  during  the  summer  season  only. 

2.  At  the  Odessa  Inn,  Gloucester  Road,  is  a  privately  owned 
caravan  site,  licensed  for  eight  residential  caravans.  ^ 
Flush  water  closets,  mains  water  and  fire  prevention  equip¬ 
ment  are  provided  on  the  site.
